M t. M cG regor, N. Y ., J uly £ 5. —The 
following message, received b y Mr. Turner, 
May or Grace’s chief clerk, late Friday a ft­ 
ernoon, settled tha t the place of b urial shall 
b e Central park:

Dr. Douglas has given to a reporter some 
interesting reminiscences of Gen. G ran t’s 
illness. 
Among other things he said tha t 
ab out a week ago, when he noted a som e­ 
what less ob stinate condition of the throat, 
perhaps due to the increased inroads of the 
disease, the general wrote upon a piece of 
paper the following message to the doctor: 
“I foel sorrow a t the prospect of living 
through the sum m er and fall in the condi­ 
tion that 1 am in. 
I do not think 1 can, b ut 
1 may. Except tha t I do not gather strength. 
1 feel quite as well from day to day as 1 
have heretofore. 
But I am losing strength. 
1 feel it more in the inab ility to move 
around than in any other w ay; or rather, ia 
the lack of desire to try to move. 
The dis­ 
ease must 
b o 
fatal 
in the end. 
My 
life 
is 
precious, 
of 
course, 
to 
ray 
family, and would b e to mo if I could re­ 
cover entirely. 
There never was one more 
willing to go than 1. 1 first wauted so m any 
days to work on my b ook so the authorshi> 
would b o clearly mine. 
It was graciously 
granted to mo after b eing apparently much 
lower than since, and with it, a capacity to 
do more work than 1 ever did in the same 
time. 
My work has b oon done so hastily 
that much was loft out, aud I di i it all 
over from the crossing of the Jam es river in 
18 34 to Appom attox in 18 05. 
Since then 1 
have added as much as fifty pages to the 
b ook. 
There is nothing more to do, and, 
therefore, I am not likely to b o more ready 
to go than at this m om en t’’

and 
might be taken fo r a co mmo n walking- 
stick were it no t fo r tho little mo talic 
bo wl placed 
midway 
between tho 
mo uthpiece and the end o f the stem. 
Tho stem itself is co nstructed o f bam­ 
bo o , o ne end being plugged, the o ther 
fitted with amber o r mo talic tip. Jn 
the bo tto m o f the bo wl are two small 
ho les, o ne o f which leads thro ugh into 
the stem, the o ther o nly abo ut half 
way , 
“ In using the pipe a small quantity 
o f the o pium paste is ro lled up into a 
pellet and placed o n a wire, tho end o f 
which is inserted in o ne o f tho ho les in 
the bo wl o f the pipe.

certificates wh ich th ey would accept in re­ 
turn for a loan of gold. 
According to th e 
terms of th e circular th e banks agree to 
lend |20,000,00o to th e treasury, or as much 
th ereof as may be required, and it is specified 
th at subsidiary silver coin will be accepted 
in exch ange for so much gold as may be 
borrowed.

------------- p 


W H IC H 
CAME UNDER THE NOTICE 
OF A NATURALIST IN JAVA. 


One of the Curious Characteristics off the 
Disea se Called “ Lata” —Involuntary 
Im ita tion—Some Queer Cases 
—The W ill-Power Gone. 


[H. O. Forbes, F. R G. 8.1 
The first thing of interest to attract me 
within a few hours of my arrival at Kosala,' 
in J ava, was a case in one of the servants 
of the house of that curious cerebral affec­ 
tion called by the natives “ lata,” It is of a 
hysterical nature, and is confined chiefly to 
women, although I hare also seen a man 
affected by it On being startled or ex­ 
cited suddenly the person becomes lata, los­ 
ing the control of her will, and can not re­ 
frain from imitating whatever she may hear 
or see done, and will keep calling out as 
long as the fit lasts, the name—and gener­ 
ally that word alone—of 
whatever has 
flashed through her mind as the cause of it: 
“ He-ih-heh, 
matjan!" (tiger); “ he ih-heh 
boorung besar!" (a great bird). 
Her pur­ 
pose will be arrested, as, if walkifig, she 
will stop short, and, on going on again, will 
often follow some other courses 
The prefatory exclamation is an Invari­ 
able symptom, seemingly caused by invol­ 
untary hysterical inspiration*, 
According 
to the degree of alarm the symptoms may 
remain only a few moments or last for the 
greater part of a day, especially if the per­ 
son be prevented from calming down. 
The 
afflicted, if not seriously affected, are not 
altogether incapacitated from performing 
the little duties to which they are accus­ 
tomed. 
The most curious characteristic of 
the disease is their imitation of every action 
they see. 
On one occasion, while eating a 
banana, I suddenly met this servant with a 
piece of soap in her hand, and perceiving 
she was slightly lata, but without appearing 
to take any notice of her, I made a vigor­ 
ous bite of the fruit in passing her, an action 
she instantly repeated on a piece of soap. 
On another occasion, while she was look­ 
ing 
on 
as 
I placed some 
plants 
in 
drying 
paper, not knowing that caterpil* 
lars were objects of supreme abhorrence 
to the natives, I flicked off in a humorous 
way on her dress one that happened to be 
on a leaf; shewa3 instantly intensely lata, 
and, throwing off all her clothing, she made 
off like a chased deer along the mountain 
road, repeating the word !for caterpillar as 
she ran, until compelled by exhaustion to 
stop, when the spasm gradually left tar. 
My own ‘ boy," 
who would unconcernedly 
seize all sorts of snakes to his hands, be­ 
came one day lata also on suddenly touch­ 
ing a large caterpillar. 
My host’s maid once, while alone at some 
distance from the house, having come unex­ 
pectedly on a large lizard, the Baiawak, 
was siezed by a paroxysm; dropping down 
on her hands and knees to imitate the rep­ 
tile, she thus followed it through 
mud, 
water, and mire to the tree in which it took 
refuge, where she was arrested and came to 
herself. 
Another case which came under 
my knowledge was more tragic in its re­ 
sults. 
This woman, startled by treading in 
a field on one of the most venomous snakes 
in J ava, became so lata that she vibrated 
her finger in imitation of the tongue of the 
reptile in front of its bead till the irritated 
snake 6truck her, and the poor creature died 
within an hour. 
During the attack the eye« have a slightly 
unnatural stare, but there is never a total 
1 oss of consciousness, and throughout the 
paroxysm the patient is wishful to get away 
from the object affecting her, yet is with­ 
out the strength of will to escape or to cease 
acting in the way I have described. 
Lata 
persons are constantly teased by their fel- 
1 ,ws, and are often kept in an excited state 
tor whole days.

Wilson.” I must tell thee, Thomas, of a 
cheverei that took place here one night in 
the Grove, when our neighbor D, was 
married. 
He is a metbodist, about fortj’* 
five, and his wife about thirty. 
The 
crowd made a great noise in front of the 
house, Mr. D came to the door, aud when 
the noise stopped, he said in his mildest 
tones, 
“ Good evening, gentlemen, good 
evening. What jean I do for you, gentle, 
men?” 
Then they all roared out, “ we 
want something to drink.” 
“ D, there­ 
upon proceeded with a pitcher and glass 
to the pump, said Mr. Wilson, and passed 
a glass of water to each one of the crowd, 
and they did look foolish as they drank 
it.” Then they called out, “ We want to 
to see the bride.” 
“ Oh well, certainly 
gentlemen, said D,” “ walk in and you 
shall see the bride.” 
When they were 
all seated around the room his wife came 
in and her husband remarked to her, 
These [gentlemen, our neighbors, 
and 
friends, have called to pay us their re­ 
spect. 
He entertained them in conversa­ 
tion for some time, at length adjusting 
his spectacles, and looking very suspic­
